“ New taxation could not be 
expected to replace imme- 
diately the losses China's 
public finances have suffered 
from the seizure and destruc- 
tion of its revenue sources by 
the invading forces. Since 
China has not yet developed 
a relatively productive system 
of direct taxation, elasticity 
of tax yleld is difficult to 
oblain even under normal 
conditions. China having a 
low capita wealth, the 
pegple’s tax-paying capacity 
could not be increased over- 
night to meet the country’s 
urgent needs. Lack of full 
jurisdiction over foreigners 
and in the foreign conces- 
slons and settlements has 
added to China's difficulties 
in enforcing rigid measures 
of financial contro] such as 
adopted by other countries at 
war, 


PRIMARY PROBLEM’ 


“Obviously, the primary problem 
of China’s wartime finance Is to 
ralse funds to provide the sinews 
of war as well as to meet the de- 
mands of war relief and accelerate 
varlous projects essential to na- 
tlonal defence and reconstruction. 


“There are, o8 a rule, four prin- 
cipal methods of war financing: 
namely, voluntary contributions, in- 
creased taxation, loan flotation and 
note-issue cxpansion,—~aside from 
those of requisition, moblilsation of 
war fund reserve and conversion of 
state properties, Although China,

CIVIL DEFENCE 
CORPS 


By announcement in the Gov 
ernment Gazette Government has 
reconstituted varlous Joval essen- 
tial services into a single body 
known as the Civil Defence; 
Corps. 

The organisations concerned 
are, Auxiliary Communications: 
Service, Auxillary Conservancy 
Corps, Auxillary Fire Service, | 
Auxillary Labour Corps, Auxiliary 
Medical Corps, Auxiliary Ord- 
nance Corps, Auxillary Quartering | 
Corps. Auxiliary Supply Corps, 
Auxiliary Transport Service, Civil 
Pay and Accounts Service. 

The notification states that the 
perlod for which persons may be 
enrolled, the conditions and dis- 
cipline of the corps and the times 
when they can be called out, etc., 
are determined by Government 
but members will not be required 
to give whole time service. live 
away from thelr homes or enroj 
for longer than the duration of 
the emergency. 

Resignation from the Corps will 
be considered by Government but 
fourteen days’ notice must be 
giver. 

The powers of members of the 
Corps will be defined by Govern- 
ment and warning ‘1s given against 
any person not being o member 
of the Corps retaining sny part of, 
the equipment or impersonating o 
member; for instance, using the 
destgnation of a member unlaw- 
fully. to enter a house.

“The duration of fighting under 
these conditions is very important 
indeed, When the fight is over on 
this side, our planes did not have 
to worry about duration. If the 
engine stalled i1 meant a forced 
landing, but-t was a forced land- 
ing on their own soil. If the en- 
gine stopped while @ plane was 
over France, it meant a forced 
landing in enemy-occupied country 
and the crew would be made pri- 
soners. 

“Daylight sweeps are, there- 
fore, concerned with this factor 
of time. The pilots have to en- 
sure thet they are not engaged 
in a dog-fight just when thelr 
fuel is running low. He has to 
throw all other thoughts to the 
wind except that of mano- 
euvring for position. 

DUTY OF FIGHTERS 

“When fighters are escorting 
bombers there {s a subsidiary pro- 
blem to be considered. The 
bombers will be quite a lot slower 
than the. fighters. but the fighters 
must keep with them a)) the time. 
It is extraordinary how quickly 
bombers can get into trouble if 1t 
is caught by fighters or ground 
fire on the other side. 

“Escort fighters have thus to 
stick to the bombers all the 
time and they have to mano- 
euvre so. as to keep the 
fire away from them while the 
bombers are making thelr raids. 
When the enemy js seen coming up 
to intercept the bombers, the 
fighters have to watch for them 
and go into a figl t. 

“In an offensive sweep, when 
bombers go over escorted by 
fighters, these fighters are very. 
much tied down. They have to- 
adjust their movements to the 
bombers and, at the same time, 
they have to remember the 
limits of thelr fuel supply. 
“When we think of the way in 

which single-seaters do their fight- 
Ing, experience has shown that i¢ 
is always better to turn the plane’ 
to the attacking plane's fire. It 1s 
sufficient to recall that unless the 
single-seater must point Itself at 
the enemy fire he cannot engage 
the enemy. : 
CANNOT RUN AWAY 

“ Buppose, for instance, that our 
sweep is about to conclude and 
that the escorts are on thelr way 
home, And ‘suppose 3t happens 
that at this moment the enemy 
contrives to assemble a strong 
fighter force, The escorts’ fuel 
may be getting very low and If a 
dog-fight occurs, it will get lower.

want to do that, but there are 
moments when the pilot is left no 
choicé—he must try to run away. 
When he turns for home and the 
enemy attacks him, he is powerless 
to reply to the attack unless he 
turns and faces him. 

“That is why 1 say that the 
single-seater fighter cannot run 
away. When he is attacked he 
must turn and face the enemy. 
If not he offers an easy mark 
for his pursuers and ts almost 
bound to be shot down. 

“So there you have the condi- 
tions under which a fighter 
sweep may find itself in a dif- 
ficult position. He may be en- 
gaged just at the moment when it 
fs making headway for home. 
Fighters have the easiest Job 
iwhen they are defending and the 
most difficut when they are escort- 
ing bombers on an _ offensive 
sweep. And yet our fighters have 
been able to bring down a larger 
number of enemy machines than 
the enemy has been able to do.” 

REMARKABLE SUCCESS 
Major Stewart said that there 

was evidence that the greater 
number of the machines which 
the Germans had moved to the 
Russian front were bombers and 
| that they still retain sufficient. 
| fighters in Germany and western 
‘France. 

“Undoubtedly, the R.A.F. Successes 
have been remarkable,” went on 
‘Major Stewart. “I want to rub 
that in, because there are many 
people who ‘have been talking 
about the figures of our successes 
as compared with the figures last 
September. It !s really no com- 
parison. The possibility always 
exists that when the RAF. is 
working under present conditions 
they might have a hard day and 
lose more machines than the 
enemy. : 

“a comparison with the war of 
1918 is more likely to be misleading 
than anything else. In the matter 
,of the air, there was a time when 
|the Germans held what practical- 
ly amounted to air supremacy. 

“The point is that the RAF. 
is doing what it was asked to 
do—to dominate the enemy in 
the air. They are going to 
keep on at this job of harass- 
ing German troops and bomb- 
ing materials.” 

VALUE OF SWEEPS 

Major Stewart declared that 
there had been a deal of talk late- 
ly whether the bombing of targets 
alone over Germany and German- 
occupied territory was enough. 

“The real answer depends on 
the technical quailty, training 
and morale of the two opposing 
air forces. If, in these sweeps 
the R.AF. is making we main- 
tain our ascendancy and still 
manage -to bring down on the 
average more enemy machines 
than we lose, we must attribute 
these results to téchnica] su- 
periority, better training and 
superior morale. 

“Offensive actions need morale 
and we know that when a pilot 
goes out to look for an enemy he 
1s ‘likely to take more risks, But 
we don't want to be too cocksure 


about these offensive operations. 


They have gone remarkably well 
and the RAF. have developed 
them well. But iometimes the 
casualties we secure might not ap- 
pear so favourable to us as before. 
“Tf that happens, it is worth- 
while remembering that these 
offensive actions are a tremendous 
encouragement. to everybody and 
that-in doing It we.are playing our 
part. well,” , concladed Major 
Stewart. : ing

PATRIOTIC RESPONSE 


“A noteworthy fact in con- 
nexion with China’s war fin- 
ancing is the patriotic support 
of its people. The whole na- 
tion has responded readily to 
the Government's call for need - 
ed funds and war relief 
materials. The loyalty and 
generosity of China’s sons and 
daughters abroad {s particular- 
ly praiseworthy. They have 
contributed hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to the Nation- 
al Treasury, subsertbed en- 
thusilastically to the National 
War Bonds. and invested con- 
siderable sums for the wartime 
development of mining and in- 
dustries in China's hinterland. 
Moreover, thelr remittances 
home increased from $300,000,- 
000 annually in the pre-war 
years to $600,000.000 since the 
hostilities began and have been 
a helpful factor in reducing 
China’s adverse balance of tn- 
ternational payments, 


“The low per capita wealth of 
the Chinese people. coupled with 
the already heavy hardships 
brought upon them by the war's 
ravages, the Government's lack of 
an adequate system of direct taxa- 
tion, and the enemy's occupation 
of many !mportant citles, has pre- 
cluded any large reliance on in- 
crease of taxation as an effective 
means of raising war funds. 
Keeping tn mind the necessity of 
conserving the people's economic 
strength, the Government has for- 
mulated {ts wartime taxation 
policy so as not to add undue 
hardship to the people’s burden. 
Aside from the institution of the 
excess Income tor War profit: tax) 
and the inheritance tax, which are 
universally regarded as sound 
taxes, the Government has made 
various taxation adjustments cal- 
culated to reduce the people's 
burden, particularly of those 
living in or adjacent to the 
war-torn areas, to encourage ex- 
port trade, to assist industrial 
Production and to promote thrift 
and economy. 


At the Eighth Pienury Session 
vf the Kuomintang held In March 
of this year, It was decided among 
other things that Land Tax, hi- 
therto administered by the local 
governments, should be taken over 
by the Central Government for re- 
organization in order to unify and 
improve itg administration and 
increase Its yleld for war use. In 
June, 1941, the Third National 
Financial Conference was conven- 
ed to consider practical ways and 
means for giving effect to this and 
other fiscal reforms to meet lhe 
wartime needs of the nation. 


“In connexion with the re- 
organization of the nation’s fiscal 
fysten, the introduction pf the 
Public Treasury System on Octo- 
ber 1, 1939, is a distinct wartime 
improvement, The new system, 
which replaces the traditional de- 
centralized system of handling 
public funds by various govern- 
ment offices, has the advantage of 
centralizing the receipts and dis- 
bursementa of public funds, at the 
same time of separating the two 
functions. It will necessarily re- 
sult in closer co-operation of the 
nation’s political and financtal 
powers, 


COMPARATIVE LOAN I6SUES 


“Tiecal theory recommends that 
extraordinary wartime needs bo 
Nnanced largely out o1 revenue; 
nevertheless, exporiuuice ou shown 
that whore this is impossible the 
emergency can be mvt tur a conal- 
derable period by rolying largely 
upon borrowings.

British war finance was singularly 
sound and stable. its system of 
direct taxation proving highly 
elastic and productive and yet tne 
total amount of lax recelPts oc- 
cupled only 17 per cent. of the war 
budget. Since the outbreak of the 
present hostilities, China has had 
to depend on continued borrowing 
to meet 70 per cent. of {ts war 
budget Thanks to the people's 
patriotic support and the banks’ 
loyal co-operation, the Govern- 
moent has been able to carry out 
the borrowing programme smooth- 
ly and, up to the end of 1940, has | 
authorised internal loan issues | 
equivalent to the total of $4.750.- 
000,000. 

“During the same period 
Joans issued in Japan amount- 
ed to about 17,670 million yen. 
In other words Japan’s new 
debt due to the “China Inci- 
dent,” is about four times as 
large ag China's (at official 
rates of exchange), and the 
per capita debt is increased by 
about $10 in China and 250 
yen in Japan, the ratio being 
1 to 25. Comparing the total 
natlonal indebtedness of the 
two countries outstanding at 
the end of 1940, the figures 
would be roughly $9,250 million 
for China and 28.250 million 
yen for Japan. That is to say. 
Japan's present national debt 
is more than three times 
China's burden, while the pre- 
sent per capita debt ts 
about $20 in China and 400 
yen in Japan, the former be- 
ing only about 1/zu of the lat- 
ter, During 1941. new bond 
issues afe expected to reach 
considerable Migures in both 
countries. 


“China is highry appreciative of 
the friendly assistance whien dil- 
ferent countries have extended to 
her In the form o1 credits during 
the present hostilfties. ‘These Ln 
clude the several Commodity 
Credits and the Currency Stabiii-~ 
zation Loan extended by America; 
the Export Guarantee Credit and 
Currency Stabilization Fund Cre- 
dits extended by Great Britain: 
the Nan-Cheng Railway Loan ex- 
tended by France. the Barter Trade 
Credits extended by Soviet Russia, 
and large amounts of private cre- 
dits for purchases of materials in 
different countries. The exten- 
sion of these credit arrange- 
ments has been helpful wn tne 
stabilisation of China's war fin- 
ance while at the same time bene- 
fica] to the economics of the tend- 
ing countries themselves. It he- 
speaks confidence 1n China's fin- 
ancial future and presents a strik- 
Ing, contrast to the fact that in 
the world’s financial capitals the 
doors of borrowing are closed to 
Japan, 


CREDIT INTACT 


“Outstanding im China's war- 
time ‘financial record ls the Gov- 


Uve up tw its obligations. China’s 
determination to uphold ‘ts credit 
has been such that for well over 
a year following the outbreak of 
the present hostilities, !t continued 
to meet its debt service fully and 
regularly. Maintenance of dent 
service, in spite of the enormous 
urgent demands on the National 
Treasury and enforced readjust- 
ment of the country's financial 
and economic fe as a result of 
the hostilities, explains why 
China’s credit tn both foreign and 
domestic markets has remained 
intact. That it imposed great 
the Government 
and people to keep on paying 
could’ net be doubted. But with- 
out seizing upon some pretext for 
declaring a general, moratorium, 
China girded its financtal loins 
and paid. 


“During the three and a 
half years from the outbreak 
of hostilities tp the end of 
1940, China pald out not lesa 
than $1,039,000.000 for debt 
services; $320,000.000 for extern- 
al obligations and $729,000,000 


for internal obiigationy. 

“This performance is all the 
more gratifying In. view of Jnpan- 
ese ‘Interference with the Hon's 
share of the customs ard galt re~ 
venucs—the two principal securities 
of China's obligations.

REMARKABLE EXCHANGE 
STABILITY 


“A most significant factor in the 
successful management of China’s 
war finance, Nkewlse of import- 
ance to foreign business interests, 
ls the maintenance of exchange 
Like any country at war, China has 
had to meet certain currency diffi- 
culties that are the necessary ad-! 
juncts of warfare, and has found 
it necessary to enforce certain 
measures of exchange control to 
permit adjustment to economic 
and trade conditions. Because of 
the existence of extra-territorial- 
ity and of foreign settlements and 
concessions, and tn view of the ex- 
tent and importance of the areas 
affected by Japanese interference, 
particularly in Shanghaj which is 
China's commercial and financial 
centre, the Chinese Government 
has found it difficult to enforce 
rigid measures of fnancia) control 
such as other countries have 
adopted. 

“Nevertheless, thanks to the 
strong foundation laid jn the Cur- 
rency Reform of November 1935 
and to the 
management, China has been able 
to maintain the exchange stability 
af its currency to a degree gen- 
jerally regarded as remarkable. The 
;people’s sustained confidence . in 
the National Currency has enabed 
the Government to combat with 
notable’ success Japanese schemes 
to undermine it, During the first 
elght months of hostilities, Chi- 
nese Government banks freely 
bought and sold exchange at the 
official rates. Although since then 
the Government has been obliged 
to modify the procedure of ex- 
change operations and to allow 
downward adjustment of exchange, 
from time to time tc a more rea- 
sonable level according to the 
needs of the national economy, 
yet jt has persistently and con- 
‘sistently adhered to its declared 
pojicy of maintaining the National 
Currency. 

“Throughout the period of hos- 
tities, China has maintal.ed both 
in “occupied” and unoccupied 
areas an acceptable medium of ex- 
change which has _ consistently 
been demanded: by the people in 
preference to the issues of notes 
the Japanese and their puppets 
have attempted to circulate at the 
point of bayunets, China’s legal 
tender has the distinct advantage 
ot free conversibility Into foreign 
currency. Although there have 
been marked changes in the value 
of the National Currency in the 
foreign exchange market, due 
‘largely to speculation, the Govern- 
nent has continued to make ex-

“It is important to note that, 
fundamental y speaking, whe- 
ther or mot there ‘is an exces- 
sive note-issue depends not on 
statistical figures but on the 
saturation point at which na- 
tional currency requirements 
are adequately provided. The 
present total volume of China's 
note-issue cannot be said to 
have passed the point of 
saturation. 

“All in all, the surprise of the 
last four years’ management 1s not 
that China’s currency has been 
subjected to severe tests but that 
{t has withstood so well the 
enormous strains imposed upon it 
by the hostilities and enemy 
onslaughts. Little wonder that 
such a showing has inspired con- 
fidence both at home and abroad 
in China's financial outlook. 


CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 

“At the outbreak of the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities; in July 1937, 
China under the National Govern. 
ment was continuing unprecedent- 
ed achievements ‘in> its financial 
and economic development, It was 
my singular privilege and fortune 
to associate - myself; with this 


change ‘available to legitimate 
business requiremerits. The exist- 
ence of the so-called “black mar- 
ket" In financial cefttres is not al 
uncommon phenomenon in cour- 
tries subject to exchange control, 
even in peacetime. 


NOTE-ISSUE INCREASED | 


“There has been some mis- 
apprehension concerning the in- 
crease Of note-issue and its bear- 
ing on the position of the cur- 
rency. Indeed, the volume of cur- 
Tercy in Circulation has expanded 
considerably since the opening of 
hostilities, from $1,444,000,000 to 
several times that figure.
